Musicians in the Army.—Washington, Nov. 20, 1880.—C. 
F. Russe and others, musicians of San Antonio, Texas, hav- 
ing written to the War Department protesting against the 1st 
Infantry band being permitted to play at concerts, balls, etc., 
‘* thereby depriving them (the local musicians) from making 
a living by their profession,” the General of the Army made 
the following endorsement upon the letter : 

HeaDQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, 
: Wasunineton, D. C., November 11, 1880. 
To the Secretary of War: 

Regimental bands are not. maintained or paid by the United 
States. Regimental commanders select musicians from the com- 
panies, and thus create a band whose extra expenses have to be 
earned or paid out of the pockets of the officers. I see no reason why 
musicians in the Army may not earn an honest penny by playing 
for balls, concerts, etc., when the local commanding officer con- 
sents. In my Russia and in Germany soldiers are encour- 
aged to work for wages, as tailors, shoemakers, and during the 
harvest to supplement their small pay, and I do not see why in 
free America a soldier may not by music work in his leisure time 
to lay by a little money to buy necessaries or to save up and buy 
a farm after his enlistment. This matter has frequently been en- 
tertained, and always decided as above, and I surely will not de- 
prive our soldiers of so simple and fair a privilege.

Decision as to Official Telegraphic Vouchers.—In War De- 
partment letter dated Oct. 22, 1880, the Secretary of War 
calls attention to a report from the Quartermaster-General, 
that a practice has grown up among Officers serving along the 
line of the Atchison, Topeka, and ta Fe Railroad of issu- 
ing vouchers in favor of the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
for telegrams sent and received on public business, and of 
surrendering the vouchers to the Telegraph Co., in violation 
of G. O. 77 of 1873 and 15 of 1878. These certified vouchers 
have been presented by the manager of the Western Union 
Co. for payment, to the Quartermaster-General’s Office and 
from that office referred to the Treasury for settlement, from 
the appropriation of incidental expenses of the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department, under G. O. 75 of 1873. As there is no 
reason known to the War Department for making an excep- 
tion in this case to the general custom of officers of the Army 
settling for public telegrams from their private funds and 
obtaining reimbursement from the Pay Department, and as 
in any event there appears to be a positive violation of Gen- 
eral Orders, in surrendering the certified vouchers, the neces- 
sary action will be taken to put an end to the practice.

THE ARMY. 

THe annual returns of the Army, made to General 
Sherman by Adjutant General Drum, are full of in- 
teresting and valuable information, which justify us in 
giving them with considerable fullness in the JovRNAL. 
General Drum begins the returns as follows: 

Out of a nominal strength of 25,000 men, 6,129 (very 
nearly one-fourth) are, under the provisions of the law 
of August 4, 1854, drawing increased pay for each five 
years of continuous service, as follows: 3,762 for five 
years; 1,872 for ten years; 227 for fifteen years; 180 
for twenty years; 97 for twenty-five years; 41 for 
thirty years. 

Promotions from the Ranks.—Sections 8 and 4 of the 
act of June 18, 1878, provide for the promotion to the 
grade of 2d lieutenant of meritorious non-commissioned 
officers, and prescribe regulations to insure selection of 
proper candidates. The beneficial effects of this wise 
legislation are best demonstrated by the statement that, 
under this act, there have been promoted (appointed) 1 
in 1878, 5 in 1879, 13 in 1880, and 1 yet to be appointed, 
October 4, making a tota! of 20 promotions. This pow- 
erful spur to the ambition of young men entering the 
ranks will tend to still further elevate the ‘‘ morale” of 
the Army. The increase in the number of promotions 
on the one hand and the steady decrease in the number 
of desertions on the other, indicate that, by a gradual 
but steady progress, the men are reaching a higher level 
and healthier tone. 

Conflicts with Indians.—The reports of the ever-recur- 
ring conflicts with hostile Indians exhibit gallant acts 
and soldier-like endurance of hardships highly credita- 
ble to the troops. It is suggested whether the forti- 
tude, endurance, and courage evinced does not, in 
specially distinguished instances, deserve some recogni- 
tion at the hands of the Government. That the harass- 
ing services of the troops indicate an actual state of, at 
least, demi-war, is fully shown by the following state- 
ment of the number of officers and men killed, or who 
died of wounds received in actions with Indians: 1876 
—16 officers and 272 men; 1877—7 officers and 121 
men; 1878—2 officers and 8 men; 1879—2 officers and 
32 men; making a total, for the four years, of 27 
officers and 333 men. 

Certificates of Merit.—Section 1216, Revised Statutes, 
provides that when any private soldier shall have dis- 
tinguished himself in the service, the President may 
crant him a certificate of merit, on the recommendation 
of the colonel of his regiment. To bring non-commis- 
sioned officers, as well as privates, within the purview 
of the above quoted section, it is suggested that it be 
amended by substituting for ‘private soldier” the 
words ‘‘ enlisted man.” 

Veterinary Surgeons.—If a cavalry regiment abso- 
lutely requires the services of two surgeons then all the 
cavalry regiments should be placed on the same footing. 
General Drum argues. In the matter of veterinary 
surgeons, the baleful practice of restoring to the service 
by act of Congress officers dismissed by G. C. M. is 
referred to, and the wise suggestion made “that appli- 
eants for restoration be required, by statutory enact- 
ment, to present their claims to a board officers to be 
appointed by the President, whenever, in his opinion, 
the appliicant has an equitable claim to a further 
hearing.” 

Attention is called to the highly interesting report of 
Inspector General N. H. Davis of his visit to Creed- 
moor, Long Island, N. Y., which we elsewhere publish. 
(Gen. Drum then states the results, as already published, 
under the head Target Practice, in the JouRNAL. ]

HUNTING WITH THE INDIANS. 


Lreut. Arex. Oetz, 17th Infantry, under date of 
Oct. 5, 1880, submits an interesting report of his ob- 
servations while absent from his post at Fort Yates, 
with a party of Indians from Standing Rock Agency on 
a hunting expedition. The Indians conducted their 
march as though invading a hostile country. A large 
number of young men were appointed soldiers to con- 
duct the march and hunt, and for the policing and pro- 
tection of the camp. These men had their faces black- 
ened,. Seventy-five to one hundred marched on either 
Seok, fom one-half toa mile from the main body and 
parallel to it. They were mounted on the best ponies 
and looked like a body of cavalry. About a dozen un- 
mounted men walked with each party, and were known 
as ‘‘the walking chiefs.” Another party of walking 
chiefs preceded the main column and conducted the 
march. By walking they were enabled to determine 
when the women and children were tired, and the 
marches were short and the halts frequent. 

About dusk the runners sent out the night before came 
in and were received with great ceremony, the Indians 
collecting in a circle around a fire, singing, howling, and 
beating on tin cans. About 100 of the best mounted 
youngmen dashed out at full speed to meet them, circling 
around them, ‘‘the scene representing the grand entrée 
ofa circus.” Thechief embraced the runners, and ussisted 
them to dismount. Then a smoke was taken all around, 
and after three times invoking them solemnly to tell the 
truth as to what they had seen, the runners spoke for 
the first time. The report of buffalo seen created a great 
excitement. About ten miles a day were covered on the 
march for the next two days. The Indians were for- 
bidden to shoot, and some unlucky ones who were 
tempted by deer and antelope had their guns 
taken from them, and were soundly beaten with 
prey! gps Rey ribs being broken in some cases. On 
the of September, after a march of six miles, camp 
was formed and the hunt commenced. A herd of 70 
buffalo was surrounded and every one killed, the Indians 
cleining them all, though Lieut. Ogle’s party joined in 

e hunt. 

The Indians were ‘‘anything but pleasant companions 
and very le masters.” And they issued orders 
that were ous to the white men, but which they 
. thonght it expedient to obey; so it was determined to 
leave them and return home by Grand River. To this 
the Indians objected, and declared that if the white men 
went that way they should go *‘naked and on foot.” 
They F sepa that Lt. Ogle and party should return the 
way came, but wished them to remain, which they 
did. When they struck a herd the next day the Indians 
claimed it for themselves, but suggested that an old bull 
or two off on the right would furnish excellent st o:t for 
the whites. Following these bulls they were fortunate 
in finding.a large herd. Fourtcen were shot, but when 
a porwr eee sent for the robes the next day it was found 
that the Indians had been ahead of them. The next 
day, Sept,.29, Lieut. Ogle returned to his post by the 
most route. At this time the Indians had killed 
200 an » 150 to 200 buffalo, and a number of deer, 
otter, and beaver. During their first day's run many 
accidents occurred, eleven Indians being thrown, and 
one having his arm broken. Another was reported shot. 

To this pen Carlin adds an endorsement stat- 
ing that on the Indians to account for their treat- 
ment of this party, ‘‘ they disclai:ned all intention of 
unkindgness, and denied tareatening to strip and dis- 
mount the officers and men, but admitted that they had 
said this in joke to the interpreter only. It is probable, 

that, there were too yy interpreters along, 
that.some of them were timid.”

True to his word, 
when on the day of inauguration videttes were at every street 
corner where the procession was to pass, close up to the left 
side of the carriage in which Lincoln sat with Buchanan on 
his right, the tall form of Houston, mounted and armed, was 
seen throughout the whole route, pressing so closely up to 
the wheels that no man could have passed between.” In ex- 
planation of Houston s strange separation from his first wife, 
Dr. Samson says: “‘On the eye of marriage, Governor 
Houston observed a tremor in the voice and in the hand of 
his bride, when the s< w of undivided attachment was pro- 
nounced, which convinced him that some secret had not been 
revealed to him. Before retiring he frankly told her of his 
suspicion, asked a frank confession and pledged her that it 
should not work her injury. His frankness and firmness led 
to the confession that her affections had been given and 
pledged to another before their meeting, and that filial duty 
had prompted her acceytance of his proffer. Houston re- 
tired to his own cot, next day resigned his position, allowed 
the entire fault to ajpear to be his, permitted and encouraged 
her application for a divorce onthe plea of desertion, and his 
bride was married to the man of her former affection. Many 
irregularities rumor, of course, charged on the man who had 
really sacrificed everything to save one who had errod only 
in mistaken duty ; but no charge of domestic infidelity could 
be true in a man who denied it to the [estimable lady who 
afterwards became his wife.”

INTERESTING COURT MARTIAL CASES. 


In General Court Martial Orders 100, Dept. Dakota, 
of Nov. 3, General Terry, commenting upon the case of 
Private Robert J. Barton, Co. H, 11th Infantry, tried 
for drunkenness and for attacking and using abusive 

to his 1st sergeant, calls attention to ‘a great 
and growing evil which is found in the practice of 
Courts-Martial, and of which this case affords a striking 
illustration. The use of violent, abusive or even 
threatening language by a man while under the in- 
fluence of drink, if unaccompanied by any overt act of 
a criminal nature, constitutes an offence of the lesser 
order and cannot justify the infliction of a sentence 
which, before a civil tribunal, would be considered 
meet punishment for some, even of the more serious 
felonies.” The sentence was dishonorable discharge 
and confinement at hard labor for three years, and in 
d to it the General further says it is ‘‘ difficult to 
determine the true measure of punishment in the face of 
so severe a sentence, as he is necessarily unable to take 
into consideration all the surroundings of the trial and 
unrecorded circumstances which may, possibly, have 
influenced the Court, and, therefore, in deference to its 
judgment, the sentence is approved, except that the 
term of confinement is reduced to six months in the 
guard-house.” 

In a somewhat similar case arising in the Dept. of 
Texas recently, that of Private Alexander Blakemore, 
Co. C, 24th Infantry, General Ord disapproved the 
sentence, remarking that he ‘‘repeatedly had occasion 
to disapprove cases like this, where the soldier was too 
drunk to know anything about the orders he disobeyed. 
It is opposed to military propriety for an officer to 
place himself in contact with a soldier in such a condi- 
tion, when he has competent non-commissioned officers 
at command to execute his orders. Private Blakemore 
will be released from confinement and restored to duty.” 

In a recent case of a soldier, Private Frank E. Pratt, 
Battery E, 2d Artillery, tried in the Department of 
Texas for selling his uniform, clothing, etc., General 
Ord disa) eye the sentence as being insufficient in 
law, the 17th Article of War being mandatory that any 
soldier who sells his clothing shall suffer a stoppage, 

ceeding half his current pay, sufficient to repair 








the loss. 

The General then commented on the case as follows: 
“The court has avoided the execution of the law on 
the ground that the Government has received the in- 
voice price and lost nothing, claiming this to be a uni- 
versal custom. It is believed to be a rare custom, be- 
cause one previous instance only is known; it is in 
avoidance of the law, and entails on the Government 
pecuniary loss whenever it becomes the pleasure of a 
soldier to sell his uniform, which was furnished at 

al cost under condition that it was for use in the 
military service; and the 17th Article of War expressly 
states that the Government shall be re-imbursed in event 
of illegal sale. It is therefore a question of law and not 
of custom—and especially such custom as would not 
be applied to an individual, whom it would force into 
pecuniary ruin. The attention of the court is called to 
remarks in General Martial Orders No. 15, cur- 
rent series, from these headquarters, in which this ques- 
tion is more fully stated. Private Pratt will be re- 
leased from confinement and restored to duty.” General 
Court Martial Orders 58, Dept. Texas series 1880.

TiconpERoGA, 2d rate, 9 guns (8. 8.), Comdr. Bartlett 
J. Cromwell. After taking in stores and making some 
necessary repairs, will proceed from San Francisco to the 
Atlantic coast, via Cape Horn. Commodore Shufeldt has 
arrived at Washington, overland. He re rts that a com- 
mercial treaty with Corea would be of little account because 
of the small amount of the commerce. 

The voyage of the Ticonderoga around the world has 
already been traced out from point to point in the JouRNAL; 
but the following account is sent to us by an officer as being 
a good resumé of the voyage : “The Ticonderoga was put 
in commission ai Portsmouth, N. H., Nov. 4, 1878, as the 
flagship of Commodore R. W. Shufeldt, U. 8. .N., fors 
cruise to unfrequented ports in Africa and Asia, with a view of 
developing American commerce, by seeking out new channels 
of ie, and reporting upon articles of export and import, of 
advantage to American trade. The Commodore was also 
appointed by the United States as umpire on the boundary 
question between the Republic of Liberia and the British 
feecenene lying to the northward. The Ticonderoga left 

ampton Roads Dec. 7, 1878, and arrived on the African 
Coast Jan. 15, 1879. While waiting the settlement of the 
boundary question, some of the officers made a survey of St. 
Paul’s River, Liberia, and ran a series of levels along its 
northern and some distance into the Medina Boporu 
country, for the purpose of determining the feasibility of 
constructing a narrow gauge railroad to connect Monrovia 
with the Soudan Valley via Boporu. This survey was the 
first ever made in that section of the country, and it has 
done much toward bringing the interior tribes into com- 
mercial and friendly relations with the Liberians. Other 
important surveys were made, including that of the Sugury 
River—one of the points in dispute before the Commission— 
and Fisherman's Lake, a sheet of water over 75 miles in 
circumference, situated inland, back of Cape Mount. On 
the shores of this lake many villages are placed, which 
collectively form the entrance of the interior trade. The 
Mahfah River was also surveyed to the head of navigation, 
@ distance of 40 miles, and this river has since been fixed 
upon as the northwest boundary of Liberia. Upon the 

journment of the Boundary Commission the vessel pro- 
ceeded on her voyage to the southward. From every port 
visited by the ship a detailed report has been made to the 
Navy Department upon the articles of export and import, as 
well as upon the commercial facilities afforded by the laws of 
the respective countries and in the ports of entry. Various 
samples of cotton and silk goods used in commerce on the 
West and East coasts of Africa, and in Arabia, Persia, 
Turkey, and India, have also been sent from time to time 
the Department for the purpose of showing American mant- 
facturers and exporters the quality of goods required in 
trade with those countries, in order, if possible, to enable 
them to compete with the merchants of other nations 
supplying their markets. Conventions were held with many 
of the semi-barbarous tribes, and treaties were made au 
revised with some of the minor powers along the line of the 
cruise, looking to the protection and extension of our com 
merce. In nearly every part of the world visited by the 
Ticonderoga, it was ascertained that American goods are 
preferred over the English on account of their superior 
quality. Another important duty with which Commodore 
Shufeldt was entrusted was that of endeavoring by peaceful 
measures to reopen negotiations with the government of 
Corea. The Commodore used a moderate and conciliatory 
course toward that government, but finding that much time 
must elapse before any satisfactory negotiations could 
terminated, and having delayed in this duty as long a8 ~ 
felt authorized to do under his instructions, he placed the 
matter in such position as is believed will result in the open 
ing of one or more of the ports of that country to Americaa 
commerce. The cruise of the Ticonderoga has, throughout, 
attracted the attention of European governments, and her 
visit to Corea has been followed by visits of men-of-war © 
every nationality represented in Eastern Seas.

The Hawaiian 
flag was saluted shortly after arrival, and with the return of 
that salute, by order of the Governor, all official courtesies 
ended. The Ticonderoga sailed this morning for San Fran- 
cisco. The example of the Ticonderoga is followed by her 
British Majesty’s ship Gannet, which arrived three days 
ago.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Fourth Auditor of the Treasury, in his report, makes 
the following reference to the subject of the prize money 
for the capture of New Orleans : ‘‘ A balance of bounty for 
the destruction of vessels at New Orleans has not yet been 
distributed, on account of the failure of Congress to appro- 
priate the money required. Besides the vessels captured by 
the fleet under the command of Admiral Farragut during 
the engagements near Forts Jackson and St. Philip, a large 
number of vessels were destroyed, for which the court in 
1873 awarded the sum of $268,600. At the date of tho 
award there was in the Treasury, after paying fees, but 
$93,865 to the credit of the appropriation bounty for the 
destruction of enemies’ vessels, his amount was dis- 
tributed to all the captors. There remains to be appropriated 
by Congress the sum of $143,644. Forty-four vessels were 
admitted to share in this award, and the number of persons 
entitled to share is more than five thousand.” 

Caper ENGINcER WILLIAM LANG, of the 1st class, died at 
his home in Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 19, of pulmonary consump- 
tion. He had been on leave since May last. 

Capet Mipsuipman Epmunp E. Keirer died at the Naval 
Academy on Nov. 20, of peritonitis. The remains were sent 
to his home at Altoona, the battulion of cadets, the officers 
of the Academy, with the marines and sailors, furnishing 
the escort, preceded by the Naval Academy band. A detach- 
ment of marines fired a salute over the corpse at the depot. 
The funeral services were conducted by Chaplain Wallace, in 
the Naval Academy chapel. 

THE Navy Department, Nov. 24, received a request from 
the British Consul at Norfolk for the use of the Norfolk 
dock for the wrecked British steamer Sandringham. This 
privilege was accorded, although the dock was needed for a 
public vessel. In passing into the dry dock, Mr. McKay, 
master of the Sandringham, claimed that the Tallapoosa 
was too near and opened in a tirade of abuse on what he 
termed the stupidity of the officers of the Navy, damning 

em as sons of , etc. There was ample 
room for the steamer, and the presence of the Tallapoosa 
was an advantage rather than otherwise, as she probably 
saved the Sandringham from fouling on the spiles. The 
language was used in the presence of Lieut.-Comdr. Jones 
and other officers of the Tallapoosa. Commodore Hughes 
suspended any further movements towards closing the 
caissons and By sont out dock until hearing from the De- 
paatment.

She was 
immediately ordered by the health authorities to undergo a

No deaths have 
been as yet reported, and it is thought that the change to 
this cool climate may prevent the fever spreading in the ship.

General Order. 

The Secretary of the Navy has the sad duty of announcing to 
the Navy and the Marine Corps the death of Brig.-Gen. Jacob 
Zeilin, of the Marine Corps, at his residence, in Washington City, 
on the 18th inst., at about 11 o’clock a. m., in the seventy-fifth 
year of his age. 

Brig.-Gen. Zeilin was a native of Pennsylvania, and was 
appointed from that State a 2d Lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
Oct. 1, 1831; promoted to a ist Lieutenant in 1836 ; to a Captain 
in 1847; brevetted a Major the same year for gallantry in the 
Mexican war ; commissioned a Major in 1861 ; appointed Colonei 
Commandant of the Corps June 30, 34, and commissioned 
Brigadier-General and Commandant March 2, 1867. Nov. 1, 1876, 
he was placed on the Retired List, after more than forty-five years 
of active service. : 

Gen. Zeilin was a true soldier, and was conspicuous for bravery 
on several occasions during ithe war with Mexico; co-operated 
with the Army at the battle of Bull Run in June, 1861 ; com- 
manded the Marine Battalion off Charleston in 1863, and, during 
his twelve years’ service as Commandant of the Corps, was 
energetic in the administration of the duties as such, and labored 
zealously to improve and advance that important branch of the 
public defence. , : 

His record as an officer during the many years of his service was 
pure and patriotic. He held the confidence of the Government, 
and was esteemed by his comrades and the community. 

An eypeenente escort of Marines will accompany his remains to 
St. John’s Church, Washi m City, at 11.30 4. m. to-morrow, 
and thence to the Philadelphia train. 

As a further mark of respect to his memory, the flags at the 
Navy-yard and Headquariers of the Marine Corps, Washington, 
will be displayed at haif mast from sunrise to sunset, and eleven 
minute guns fired st the yard at noon, on the day of the funeral. 

Similar honors will be paid at all other Navy-yards and Stations, 
and on board flagships and vessels acting singly, on the day after 
the receipt of this General Order.

Commopore R. B. Lowry.—The Navy will receive 
with equal surprise and regret the announcement of the 
death of Commodore Reigart B. Lowry, which took 
place at the Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, on ‘vin 
day, November 25.

After five years service on the Boston and Princeton 
he entered the Naval School in 1846 ard was promoted 
Passed midshipman July 11, 1846. During the Mexi- 
can War he served in the home squadron being wound- 
ed at Tuspan and present at other engagements. After 
four years’ service on the razed Ji , Mediter- 
ranean squadron, and the Plymouth, East India squad- 
ron, he was promoted to Master in 1855, and the same 
year, Sept. 14, 1855, commissioned as Lieutenant. 
From this time until the war his service was successive- 
ly on the Powhatan, East Indies, receiving _—_ New 
York, the Preble, Brazil, and special duty 1860-1 
When the war broke out, he was with the Atlantic 
coast squadron on board the steam sloop Pawnee, and 
present in Charleston Harbor during the firing upon 
Fort Sumter. He was present at an a at 
Acquia Creek, on the Potomac River, in 1861, and af- 
terward in command of the steamer Freeborn, took 
part in engagement at Matthias Point and other places 
along the Potomac.

Squadron, the Canandaigua, and the New London 
Naval Station, from which he was relieved at his own 
request and ordered to Erie, having since been too 
infirm in health for — He was commissioned 
Lieutenant Commander July 12, 1862, Commander 
July 25, 1866, Captain Nov. 2, 1871, and Commodore 
April 1, 1880. 

CoMMANDER AmMEs.—Commander Sullivan D. Ames, 
U. 8. N., died at his residence in Providence, R. I., on 
the 22d Nov., of pneumonia. His funeral took place on 
the 24th. He entered the Naval Academy on the 22d 
of September, 1856, and was graduated on the 15th of 
June, 1860, and ordered to the Dacotah; received his 
warrant as Master from the 3ist of August, 1861, and 
was commissioned a Lieutenant from the 16th of J 3 
1862.

SOME TIMELY SUGGESTIONS. 


One of the most interesting of the subordinate re- 
ports this year, is that of Col. and Bvt. Brig. General 
N. H. Davis, Inspector General of the Division of the 
Atlantic. He reports that in spite of some irregularity in 
practice, there has been in this Division a marked, 
and, to a considerable extent, rapid improvement in 
marksmanship, the general average of which has risen, 
and the number of good and expert shots much in- 
creased. Companies and commands that one and 
two years since had very few men whose record ex- 
ceeded 50 per cent., now can turn out teams that score 
70 and 80 per cent, and every higher, and furnish teams ot 
officers and men that can successfully compete at short 


improved marksmanship with the rifle has materially 
increased the efficiency of our troops. 

There is no military organization, argues General 
Davis, that will prove so formidable on the field of 
battle as that of well disciplined infantry (including all 
troops acting as such), properly and thoroughly in- 
structed, at short and long range, with the improved 
arms of precision, supplied at the present day. Short 
would be the life of one of our field batteries exposed to 
the fire of a line of skirmishers, 80 per cent. of whose 
shots at ranges of 500 to 1,000 yards would hit the 
bull’s eye, and the target at much greater distances. 
But the destructive effect of infantry fire stops not at 
1,000 or 2,000 yards, for the rifle now made throw 
their projectiles a distance of 3,500 and 3,700 yards 
(two miles with a penetration of 7 inches). It is only 
necessary, therefore, to know the direction and dis- 
tances of the enemy within their range to be able to 
pour into the masses, camps and ranks, a destructive 
‘* vertical” fire. And even now the maximum results 
of rifle practice has undoubtedly not yet been reached. 
While machine guns will no doubt, as they should, 
form a part of field batteries, they will also, General 
Davis thinks, constitute a part of the infantry line and 
add to its effective fire. 

Reviewing the results of the recent fall meeting at 
Creedmoor, Gen. Davis refers to the International 
Match in which the team from the Division of the Mis- 
souri carried off the prize from two other Army teams 
and three State teams, the aggregate scores of the six 
teams being, from highest to lowest: D. Missouri, 
1,028; D. Atlantic, 1,014; D. Pacific, 1,004; N. J., 
922; Conn., 959; Penn., 954: and this in spite of a 
variable and ‘‘ puffy” wind blowing across the range. 
Under these circumstances, as the General well says, 
the result was highly creditable to the Army. In ad- 
dition to this triumph in the first stage of the Military 
Championship Match, with nearly a hundred competi- 
tora, the fifteen highest scores, excepting two or three, 


FITTED WITH PROPER GLASSES, AND 
other services rendered in connection with the 
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twelve of the seventeen prizes, and carried off the first 
five. They were Uebarred shooting in the second stage, 
because the time for it conflicted with that of the Inter- 
nativnal Military match, in which they shot. In the 
Judd match nine prizes went to the Army, and in the 
Short Range match, competing against small bore rifles 
with peep sights, six prizes were taken by it. In the 
Team match (of four) from companies at 200 yards 
range (18 teams competiog), the first and second (and 
only) prizes were won by companies B and A respec- 
tively of the Engineer Battalion, company C of the same 
command coming out fourth in the contest. These 
were the only Army teams in the match. These re- 
sults uttest the improvement made in rifle shooting in 
the Army, and are very gratifying to it. 

General Davis urges the importance of continued 
rifle practice in the Army, and of increasing its effi- 
ciency in this respect, and suggests that the matter be 
brought to the attention of Congress with a view to ob- 
taining the needed appropriations for uffording increased 
facilities for practice throughout the Army, and for 
awarding suitable prizes for successful competition in 
matches that may be established therein. 

A school for rifle target practice and all kinds of 
musketry firing applicable to a field of battle is, he 
thinks, needed to properly instruct the soldier in the 
principles involved in rifle shooting and insure that pro- 
ficiency and confidence in the use of his weapon, so 
earnestly desired to make him effective and give him a 
proper knowledge respecting his ammunition, and, 
when necessary, how to prepare it in loading shells. 
This school should be for cavalry foot, artillery, infan- 
try, and for cavalry. In the future cavalry will, 
Gen. Davis believes, in a great measure become vir- 
tually mounted infantry, the mount subserving the pur- 
pose of more rapid transportation. The sabre, as well 
as the bayonet, for guard and garrison duties has, in 
Gen. Davis's opinion, by the introduction of improved 
breech-loading rifles, become nearly or quite obsolete as 
a weapon of offence and defence. Gen. Davis further 
recommends that some suitable place be selected to be 
garrisoned as a military post, for the establishment of a 
school of rifle practice of all kinds for the different arms 
of the Service, and for general instruction; that as 
many troops be sent to it for instruction as is practica- 
ble, and that annually prize matches classified according 
to ranges, and the different kinds of firing be shot for; 
that suitable buildings be erected to accommodate 
officers, men, stores, etc.; also that recruits be sent as 
far as practicable to this school before joining their 
companies acd regiments. Whatever may be thought 
by the Army as to Gen. Davis's opinion on the subject 
of the still open contioversy concerning the sabre and 
the bayonet, his suggestions concerning target practice 
are most excellent and timely, and we hope they will 
not be so buried amid the mass of annual reports as to 
be forgotten. 

In this connection we would call attention to the ex- 
cellent suggestions of Gen. Ketton, concerning reforms 
at Creedmoor, which will be found under the heading 
of ‘* Target Practice.” 

Gen. Arnocp, Maj. 5th Artillery, Act. Ins.-General, 
in his report says: ‘* The theoretical and practical in- 
struction of the artillery branch of the service does not 
come up to what is contemplated in regulations and 
orders. This is greatly due to the reduced strength of 
the posts and employment of a very large percentage of 
the command on extra and daily duty, incident to the 
number required for mechanical work and fatigue labor.” 
Gen. Arnold has carefully looked into this matter, and 
finds that this work at posts was absolutely necessary, 
and the evil can only be corrected by diminishing the 
number of posts and thereby increasing the strength of 
the garrison. 

Tnree out of the five light batteries now authorized 
are serving in the Department of the East, and a fourth 
in the Division of the Atlantic. Gen. Arnold suggests 
the propriety of selecting a suitable locality and the 
establishment of a post for at least five batteries, as @ 
permanent school of instruction. He is confident that 
a great improvement would result from this arrange- 
ment. ‘‘ At present the duty is but routine, and there 
is none of that pride and rivalry which would result 
from bringing these batteries together and consequent 
improvement which would grow out of a systematic 
course of instruction under a specially selected field 
officer of artillery. The light battery of each regiment 
is designated as a school to which subalterns are assigned 
for special instruction. In order to go through the 
necessary course, it is very important that the batteries 
should be kept full—at least 80 strong. The duties of 
the men are laborious at all times, and with reduced 
numbers they become dissatisfied and disheartened, 








appoint a new one composed of ‘clergymen. or 
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likely to lead to desertion.” Gen. Arnold proceeds to 
say: ‘‘There is every reason for ealling the special 
attention of the authorities to the neglect which the 
artillery arm fs receiving, and to the necessity of adopt- 
ing measures for more practice and study in the im- 
proved weapons of the day. The condition of the 
armament of the posts on the coast within this depart- 
ment certainly calls for immediate attention by the 
General Government. Small arm practice has received 
very great attention, and the most marked improvement 
has resulted therefrom. The officers and men are 
equally interested, and the result of the firing at Creed- 
moor this season will show what can be accomplished 
in a few years by united and constant attention to one 
branch of the service. It is tobe hoped that opportu- 
nities will be afforded the Army to move in the matter 
of artillery firing before the citizen soldiers shall lead 
off, as they did in the matter of small arms.” 














NOTEWORTHY POINTS IN MILITARY LAW. 


We beg to acknowledge the receipt, from Judge- 
Advocate Gen. Dunn, of a copy of a recent opinion of 
the Attorney-General, on a question having a peculiar 
interest to officers taking, or intending to take, or hop 
ing to take leaves of absence. We call attention to the 
fact that this opinion, which practically overrules a 
previous opinion of the Solicitor-General of Jan. 16, 
1879, concurs with the conclusion of a previous opinion 
of the Bureau of Military Justice, expressed as follows 
on page 809 of Winthrop’s Digest: ‘‘ Tho provision of 
the Act of July 29, 1876, to the effect that officers shall 
enjoy the extended leaves of absence accorded by the 
Act, ‘ without deduction of pay or allowance,’ held to 
entitle such officers to receive their allowance for quar- 
ters, as well as their full pay for and during the period 
of absence. The word ‘allowance’ must mean some- 
thing—must mean some pecuniary emelument distinct 
from pay ; and the only allowance or pecuniary emolu- 
ment allowed to officers at the date of the Act or since, 


is the allowance for quarters.” 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
WasHINnaTon, D. C., Nov. 15, 1880. 
Hon, Alexander Ramsey, Secretary of War: 

Sim : I have considered the following oe. which was 
submitted to me in a letter from Mr. H. T. Crosby, Chief 
Clerk of your Department, dated the 30th ultimo, purporting 
to have been written for and in the absence of the Secretary 
of War, namely : 

‘‘ Whether an officer in receipt of commutation for quar- 
ters under section 9, act of Jane 18, 1878 (20 Stats. 151), 1s 
entitled to a continuation of that commutation during the 
time that he may be absent from duty under the ‘ cumulative 
leave* acts of May 8, 1874, (18 Stats. 43), and July 29, 1876, 
(19 Stats. 102).” 

In a former opinion of this Department, dated January 16, 
1879, it was held that the act of July 29, 1876, cited above 
(which is amendatory of the act of May 8, 1874, also above 
cited), did not authorize commutation for quarters to offi- 
cers on leave, but that it did continue to such officers quar- 
ters inkind. The particular inquiry with reference to which 
that ruling was given contained no citation of the act of 
June 18. 1878 ; nor was that act at all considered in connec- 
tion with such inquiry, which was dealt with as only calling 
for an examination of the law as it stood on and after the 
date of the act of July 29, 1876, and before the modification 
introduced by the act of June 18, 1878. 

Under section 24 of the act of July 15, 1870, which 
governed as to allowances to officers when the act of 1376 
was enacted—allowances for quarters were authorized to be 
made in kind only ; and consequently the last meutioned 
act, in the then existing state of the law, could not operate 
upon allowances for quarters other than those in kind. But 
by the act of June 18, 1878, the law was so modified as to 
authorize commutation for quarters to be allowed to officers 
in the cases there provided. ‘Che allowance of commutation 
for quarters thus authorized, in my opinion, comes within 
the operation of the act of 1876. T act declares that 
‘all officers on duty shall be allowed, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of War, sixty days’ leave of absence without deduo- 
tion of pay or allowance: provided that the same be taken 
once in two years,” ete. Where any such officer, to whom 
leave of abeence *‘ without deduction of pay or allowance ” 
has been granted, is at the time he takes his leave entitled to 
an allowance of commutation for quarters, this allowance 
must be deemed to be continued to him, by force of that 
provision, whilst he is on leave of absence, though for a 
period not exceeding that for which the leave was grantable 
thereunder. 

The question submitted is accordingly answered by me in 
the affirmative. I am, sir, very respectfully,

We are also able to present tothe readers of the Jour- 
NAL, through the courtesy of the Judge-Advocate-Gen- 
eral, a copy of the recent important opinion of Judge 
Choate in the case of Thomas Davison, referred to by 
the J. A. General in his annual report to the Secretary 
of War, as sustaining in every particular the views of 
the Bureau as to the construction of the 103d Article of 
War, in respect to the limitation of prosecutions in cases 
of desertion. (See Winthrop’s Digest, pp. 85-87.) The 
substance of the decision we present, from a carefully 
compared copy of the official record as published by the 
Clerk of the Court on application to the Judge. It will 
be seen from the report of the Secretary of War that 
the Secretary does not accept this judgment as final, 
and the case will be appealed to the Supreme Court. 
The decision of Judge Choate is as follows : 


The prisoner's release is claimed on two grounds: 1st. 
at the time of his enlistment he was under the age 
of 21 years and that his enlistment was illegal and void, 
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and therefore that he is not liable to be arrested or held 
as a deserter; and 2d. That more than two years have 
elapsed since the commission of the alleged offence and 
before the issuing of an order for his trial, and that 
therefore he is not legally liable to be arrested and held 
for trial as a deserter. 
1. As to the first ground it is objected by the respon- 
dent that the oath of the petitioner at the time of his 
enlistment is made conclusive upon him by the statute 
in this proceeding. Such has been held in this court to 
be the proper construction of the statute. es re Cline, 
1 Ben., 838; Jn re Stokes, Idem, 841.) It is also in- 
sisted that the enlistment of a minor over eighteen years 
of age, without the consent of his parents, was not illegal 
under the laws in ferce at the time the petitioner en- 
listed. Such has been held to be the law in this court. 
(Cin re Riley, 1 Ben., 408.) It is insisted on the part of 
the petitioner that more recent decisions to the cont 
have been made on both these points, of such weight 
and authority as to make it proper for this court to re- 
examine the questions. (Seavey vy. Seymour, 8 Clif., 
439; Turner v. Wright, 2 Pittsb., 370, 5 Phil., 296;. 
Henderson v. Wright, 2 Pittsb., 440, 5 Phil., 299; 
Com. v. Leake, 8 Phil., 523.) It is, however, unneces- 
sary to consider this point, because the other ground for 
discharging the prisoner is well taken. 
2. The 103d Article of War, (Rev. Stat., sec. 1342,) 
provides that ‘‘ No person shall be liable to be tried and 
punished by a General Court-martial for any offence 
which appears to have been committed more than two 
years before the issuing of the order for such trial, 
unless, by reason of having absented himself or of some 
other manifest impediment he shall not have been 
amenable to omy within that period.” It is insisted 
on the part of the respondent that by ‘‘ absence” is here 
meant absence from the post of duty and that this 
article has no application to desertions. It is certainly a 
startling proposition that there is no limitaiion ut all 
upon prosecutions for the offence of desertion; that one 
who has once been a deserter is subject during the 
whole of his natural life to be brought before a military 
court and tried and punished for this offence even in 
extreme old age. Yet this is seriously contended by the 
learned counsel for the respondent. The statute does 
not require, nor in my opinion admit of, so strict and 
narrow a construction. There is nothing in this article 
itself clearly indicating that it does not extend to every 
military offence. As it is the only article limiting the 
time of prosecutions, the presumption is very strong 
that it extends to every military offence, for, with the 
single exception of the crime of murder, the almost uni- 
versal policy of the criminal law is to prescribe a term 
within which the offender shall be brought to trial. The 
language of this statute of limitations must be construed 
with reference to the use of similar language in other 
statutes of limitations. The “absence” here intended 
is, obviously from the context, such an abrence as juter- 
poses an impediment to the bringing of the offender to 
trial and punishment. It means absence from the juris- 
diction of the military courts, that is absence from the 
United States. The ‘other manifest impediments” re- 
ferred to in the statute as being such as shall have pre- 
vented the offender from being amenable to justice are 
such impediments only as operate to prevent the mili- 
tary court from exercising its jurisdiction over him, as, 
for instance, his being continuously a prisoner in the 
hands of the enemy, or of his being imprisoned under 
sentence of a civil coutt for crime, and the like. This 
seems to me to be the sensible and proper construction 
of the article. It is the construction which has been 
frequently given to it by the Executive Department: 
C Op. Atty. Genl., 383; 13 Id., 462; 14 Id., 52; Re 
arris, 14 Id., 265.) Nor, as it seems to me, can the 
whole effect of the limitation be taken away on the 
theory that the desertion may be considered for some 
purposes to be a ‘‘continuing” offence. The offence 
was complete February 22, 1872, for the purpose of this 
article, and, indeed, in the return that is alleged to be 
the time when the offence was committed for which the 
prisoner is now held. 
Upon the undisputed facts of the case there was 
neither absence nor other impediment to his prosecution 
within the meaning of the statute. The prisoner has at 
all times been within the jurisdiction and amenable to 
justice if the charge against him is true. Therefore, he 
is entitled to be discharged. The facts are such that if 
brought to trial he cannot possibly be found guilty, or 
punished by Court-martial for the desertion. If on the 
facts a question could arise whether the prisoner had as 
matter of fact been absent from the jurisdiction or by 
reason of other impediment had not n amenable to 
justice, then it might perhaps be the proper province of 
the military court, and not of this court on Aabeas 
corpus, to determine that question. But the fact not 
being disputed that he has resided in the City of New 
York continuously ever since his desertion, the Court- 
—— has nothing to try and his arrest for this cause 
is illegal.

Tue prospective use of the electrie light in our light- 
houses is a subject of great interest and importance. 
Although the report of the Light-house Board is not yet 
ready for publication, it is understood that it will con- 
tain an account of Prof. Morton’s experiments on the 
electric light, with a view to placing it in light-houses 
instead of the oil lights now in use. In order to give’ 
the electric light a proper preliminary test an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 will be recommended to place one 
of the lights in the Navesink Light-house. It is also 
understood that beyond the usual current appropriation 
of two and a half millions for routine work, the only 
appropriation asked for will be an addition of $28,000 
to the amount already granted for constructing the 


Tue various Catholic benevolent societies of Phila- 
delphia held meetings last Sunday, and passed resolu- 
tions in support of Congressman A. G. McCook’s bill, 
No. 4899, for regulating the appointment of chaplains 
inthe Army. We have on two occasions fully set forth 
the progress of this bill, which is designed to get a fuller 
representation of Catholic chaplains. The bill was in- 
dorsed by the Convention of the Catholic Young Men’s 
National Union, held at Washington in May last, which, 
however, recommended that section 8 be changed to 
read : , ' 

That chaplains shall be appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the S nate,in such manuer that toere 
shali be at least one Roman Catholic chap'ain and one t 
chaplain, who shali be stationed at each military departmen: head- 


uarters, and whose duties shall be as berelufter set forth in sec- 
on 10 of this act. 


Resolutions were also adopted protesting ‘* against the 
se-called ‘Peace Policy,’ by which 80,000 Catholic 
Indians have been assigned to the care of Protestant 
agents, and are by them debarred from °all privilegé- of 
enjoying the free exercise of their religion and Catholic 
missionaries restricted from ministering to them ;” also, 
requesting Representatives and Senators to vote for 
the adoption of the bill entitled ‘‘ An Act to give equal 
privileges to all denominations in the Indian reserva- 
tions,” or such other law as may in their judgment 
remedy the evil complained of. 








Tue Secretary of War has approved the codification 
of the Army regulations, orders, etc., prepared by Col.

Cot. Coppinesr, A. A. Inspector-General Department 
of the Missouri, enlarges in his annual report upon the 
subject of furnishing portable frame huts for temporary 
encampments. Last summer Gen. Pope asked for 
$15,000 for sheltering the troops at White River, Col., 
in such houses. Gen. Sherman and Q. M. Gen, Meigs 
disapproved his recommendation. Gen. Sherman said : 
‘‘T do not approve of Army portable houses. They 
were tried 30 years ago at Fort Leavenworth, and are 
frail, insecure, light, blow away with the wind; alto- 
gether unsatisfactory. If the quartermaster can furnish 
timber for floors, shingles for roofs, and doors and 
windows, the halls can be improvised on the spot of 
logs, of stone, or brick, even adobe are better than the 
frail walls of tongued and grooved stuff.” 











Srvox the recent assignment of Lieut.-Cols. Chauncey 
McKeever and George D. Ruggles, of the Adjutant- 
General’s Department, to duty in the Adjutant-Gene- 
ral’s Office at Washington, there has been more rank in 
that office than at any time for years. Under Gen. 
Townsend the next in rank were usually majors, until 
Colonel (now Brig.-General) Drum went there. The 
new departure is a good one, as it ensures to the A. G. 
O. in the absence of the Adjutant-General, an officer to

Any man who will directly or indirectly give 
or sell Indians that which renders them dangerous at 
all times, and the material with which to destroy the 
lives and property of a community, is not ouly a law 
breaker, but a public enemy, and should be so regarded 
and treated.” 








The small American schooner, Mary HZ. Halil, Capt. 
Nash, bound for David, Central America, with a gene- 
ral cargo, was stopped by the Chilian steamer Amazo- 
nas, on suspicion of having arms on board for a Peru 
vian port. Two blank shots were fired from the 
Amazonas, and then, as the schooner did not heave to, 
a couple of shells. The Chilian commander on learning 
the nationality and character of the vessel, sent an 


apology. 


A Bismarck telegram of Nov. 21, says: ‘‘Gen. Miles 
arrived to-day from Fort Keogh en route to Washington.

There are 2,000 Sioux at Fort 
Keogh who have surrendered to Miles. Sitting Bull, 
with 200 warriors, is half a mile north of the line. He 
considers Sitting Bull a subject of international dispute 
—a nut for our State Department to crack. Sitting 
Bull is simply a strolling outlaw, who is acting on the 
defensive.”

review. On going down the vessels went very slowly, 
as they did not wish to arrive at Norfolk until well 
after sunrise. On the return the Despatch led off, and 
as it was not considered the proper thing for any of the 
other boats to pass the President’s steamer, they re- 
mained in the rear. The Mosely, however, came along 
on her daily trip up, and she the fleet and was 
out of sight in a few minutes. The Despatch was doing 
her best, for the party was anxious to get back to 
Washington as soon as possible, but when she was 
making only twelve knots the boilers commenced to 
foam, and she had to creep along. All this caused some 
of the gentlemen, Mr. Schurz among them, to inquire 
into the matter, and they came to the conclusion that 
there was something wrong somewhere. The engines 
of the Despatch are very fine, and she has a record of 15 
knots, having in 1873 made the run from Havana to 
Key West, ninety knots in six hours by the log. As 
her boilers have been changed since then the “Fault is 
naturally laid to them. 

Apropes to this it will be remembered that at the last 
session of Congress, several gentlemen in the House of 
Representatives commenced to tinker at the Navy, and 
some bills were introduced which proposed to reorganize 
and make vast improvements in the personnel of the 
Navy. Mr. Whitthorne, Mr. Ben. Willis, and Mr. 
Mills all took a hand in this, and some very curious 
ee were made in regard to the line and the 
staff. It will not be necessary to go into any discussion 
of the different bills until some serious effort is made to 
t them up in Congress. The different bills probably 
ve advocates in the Navy, but it is difficult to see 
how any officers, either of the line or the staff, could 
have been consulted in the framing of some of the 
sections. The coming session being a short one, it is 
doubtful whether any effort will be made to disturb one 
web foot until another year shall roll around. 


THE MEXICAN VETERANS, 


As soon as Congress meets in December we believe 
that an effort will be made by the veterans of the 
Mexican war to have the bill granting them the three 
months’ extra pay passed in such a form that there can 
be no longer any delay in the payment of the money. 

No doubt has ever been entertained by any one in 
Congress as to the intent of the law approved Feb. 19, 
1879. But the decision of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, who had authority to decide upon the bill,

months’ extra pay by the act approved July 19, 1848, 
was now entitled to it. The act was therefore of no 
use, and nothing was ever done to rectify any thing con- 
cerning it. At the last session of Congress there 
appeared to be no one who cared to take the matter up. 
It was said by some that quite a number ef ex-Con- 
federates would be benefited by any extra pay that 
might be allowed, and thus the sectional feeling and the 
bloody shirt were brought up. Senators Burnside and 
Maxey did the best they could for the bill, and neither 
of them had any doubt that the bill as passed would 
give the extra pay at once to the veterans, but they were 
themselves entitled to the benefit of the act of Febru- 
ary, 1879, and they did not like to agitate the matter at 
the last session. 

All the surviving volunteers in the Mexican war 

received the benefit of the law of 1848, and the heirs of 
those who died or were killed in that war also received 
the pay. The object of the act of February, 1879, 
was simply to place the regulars who were engaged in 
the war on the same footing as the volunteers. There 
are but few of them left, and it seems to be very unfair 
to keep from them the little pittance which it was so 
evidently the intention of Con to give them. 
The bill for the benefit of the survivors of the Mexi- 
can war, which is entirely independent of the three 
months’ extra pay bill, will probably come up at the 
coming session, and if it is not made a party question it 
will probably pass. This will give pensions to the 
survivors of the Mexican war. hen we consider the 
enormous amount of wealth and territory we gained by 
that war, it appears to be but fair to pension the soldiers 
who gained the country for us, and we hope this justice 
may be no longer deferred. 








THE WARREN COURT OF INQUIRY. 


Art last the evidence in this exceedingly prolonged, 
but interesting, important, and historically valuable 
case, is ended. 
On Friday, Nov. 19, Mr. J. H. Blackmore, of 
Brooklyn, formerly 2d lieutenant of ordnauce on the 
staff of the Confederate Gen. Ransom, at Five Forks, 
gave testimony in confirmation of that furnished by all 
the Confederate witnesses, as to the severity of the 
fighting in the Sidnor field. 
Then Gen. Warren took the stand, and, after stating 
his connection with the Army of the Potomac and the 
command of the 5th Corps, proceeded with regard to 
the matter under immediate inquiry as follows : 
On March 31, Griffin was relieved by Miles at about 
daylight, near Gravelly Run. At 8.15 a. m. I sent 
Ayres a sketch of our intended operations; I also sent 
copies of the map to Gen. Humphreys and Gen. Meade. 
The photographed map in the hands of the officers was 
incorrect ; in using that map Ayres was misled. [I first 
went toward the front that morning at 10 o’clock. As 
I crossed the branch of Gravelly Run I heard firing, 
and on marching to the top of the hill I saw that Gen. 
Ayres had been repulsed. The bridge at Gravelly Run 
was in an unfinished condition, and horses and wagons 
could not cross it. The bridge was some sixty feet 
wide. Most of our men were at work making the 
roads passable, and it was impossible to get tools to the 
"front. The despatch from Gen. Meade, dated 10.40, 
was received an hour later. My chief of staff received 
I was out in the field with the men fighting. Just 
previous to Ayres attacking, I had prepared to take 
up a line that we could intrench, and allow 
the works to be built in my rear. My troops 
were as close together as the nature of the 
country would permit. I had also to support 
Gen. Humphreys, having received orders to that effect 
from Gen. Meade. Each corps was operating by it- 
self; if at any time they acted simultaneonsly it was by 
accident. As soon as we had arrested the enemy’s ad- 
vance, I intended to cross the stream and move in solid 
mass, at 1.45 Pr. m. 1 did not know then that Hum- 
phreys’ movement had proved successful. Only asingle 
division of the 5th Corps was driven back, not the 
whole, as was erroneously stated in some of the papers. 
I had a full and earnest conversation with Gen. Sheri- 
dan at the meeting with him on April1. I thought I 
understood exactly what he wished me to do; we were 
talking 10 or 15 minutes. While the troops were form- 
ing I remained in front, until the formation was com- 
leted. At4p. m. I was still engaged in the work of 
ormation. That done, I dismounted and sent instruc- 
tions where I thought they were needed, and then sent 
a sketch of the plan of attack to Gen. Sheridan. When 
Sheridan and his escort passed I was dismounted along- 
side the road. Sheridan was on the other aide of the 
road, perhaps 20feet away. There were groups of officers 
around. The brigade and division commanders were 
occasionally conferring with me. I may have taken a 
seat on alog, but not for a long time. There was no 
substantial break in our iine of troops. Sheridan was 
where he could see everything. As soon as Ayres re- 
ported himself prepared, the whole body moved as 
though it had been one tegiment. I moved in the cen- 
tre of the corps until I discovered the new position of 
the enemy, when I ordered a change in that direction, 
each brigade to wheel to right angles and halt till an- 
other came in line. The movement of Ayres and Craw- 
ford was simultaneous. Sheridan had nothing to do 
with putting the corps in motion, except to tell me what 
todo. I remember Sheridan’s escort being in front of 
us, and asked to have it sent back to the rear in order 
that it might not be in the way of our troops; this was 
just before we moved. Only one diagram of the plan 
of attack was prepared. Griffin’s division made no halt 
coming from Gravelly Run Church. I never made a 
perwwre 4 about making a plan to protect myself against 
my division commander. The first time I drew out 4 
lan of formation it was for the whole corps in line of 
pattle. We crossed the Gillian field in marching order, 
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not on the double quick, for I remember that my horse 
went faster than the men. I received the order reliev- 


in 
only time I was east of Five Forks was after I was re- 
lieved. I wasn’t onthe White Oak road east of the 
Forks until after the engagement was over. It was 7 
p. M. when I received the order relieving me; Iremem- 
ber notiag the time by my watch. I don’t remember 
seeing Vanderbilt Allen. In the middle of the Gillian 
field toward the north end, I saw Gen. Custer ee 
westerly or northerly. That was the most advance 
point I reached. We were then ahead of any cavalry. 
Custer afterward came up and passed me. I didn’t say 
that I would give Sheridan so many minutes to recon- 
sider his action. Sheridan didn’t say ‘‘ Now swing 
around your right and we’ve got them.” 
Q. Did you at any time during the action of that day receive 


any order to report to General Sheridan? A. At no time. 
. Through all the operations on the afternoon of the 3ist of 


March and on the ist of April did you make every effort in your | 54 


power to carry out the orders of General Sheridan ? 

Major Gardner objected to this question, and Mr. 
Stickney insisted. General Warren then said: ‘‘I ask 
permission to have that question withdrawn. I am 
willing to stand by my deeds.” 

General Warren said of the conversation between 
himself and General Sheridan in reference to his being 
relieved : ‘‘I asked him for an explanation of his order, 
and I think the answer was simply, ‘Obey the order,’ 
and that ended the conversation.” 

Q. Did General Meade, as your commanding officer, express 
any disapproval of your operations on those two days? A. 


Never. 
Is it a matter of record that he asked to have you reap- 


ported ? A. Itis so; thatif it was con emplated he would make 
no objection. 

Mr. Stickney asked leave to introduce a letter from 
General Griffin, dated June 26, 1865, but Major Gard- 
ner objected, and the Court ruled the letter out. In 
cross-examination General Warren said that he was five 
minutes making a sketch of the plan of attack. A 
pamphlet published by himself, in vindication of his 
conduct, in December, 1865, contained some details of 
movements which it had been since established had not 
taken place. He had been misled by official reports of 
Crawford’s position which had since turned out to be 
incorrect. ’ 

On the following day, Saturday, Nov. 20, the record 
was read, and General Grant had testified that General 
Warren said that if he could not be restored to his com- 
mand of the Fifth Corps, he preferred not to have any 
command at all. ‘*To the best of my recollection in 
regard to that interview,” said General Warren, ‘‘I did 
not use any such language. General Grant gave me his 
reasons for sending the order to General Sheridan to 
relieve me if he thought proper. I urged upon his con- 
sideration my claims to be restored, but asked very 
especially not to be sent to the rear. I could not have 
taken any such tone with General Grant as would be 
implied in declining to take any command at all if I 
could not be restored, and that I did not is evident from 
the fact that he gave me a command the following 
day.” General Warren also denied having used any 
such language to Sheridan as that he would give him 
five minutes to reconsider his removal. 

On Monday, Nov. 22, there was another, and the 
final session until the first week in January, on a day 
not yet fixed. General Warren said: 

“When I reported to General Gra-t his exact words were, I, 
expected this;’ and the rezsons he gave me were the reasons why 
he had formed those expectations; he did not say he had 
given Ge eral Sheridan authority to relieve me: I first Jearned 
that fact from Sheridan’s offic'al report; General Grant’s reasons 
were all retrospective; they did not relate to the battle of Five 
Forks.” 

Major Gardner—Then Geners] Grant did tell you the reasons 
why he suthorized General Sheridan to rclieve you ? 

General Warren—I didn’t know that he nad anthorized General 
Sheridan to relieve me; I would not have believed he wonld do 
Po at that time; I reached General Grant’s heacquarters at e even 
o’clock Pp. m. and General Meade’s at twelve, a 

Major Gardiner—What do you mean in your application for 
this Court of Inquiry by saying, “‘ General Grant told me he had 
given General Sheridan authority to relieve me if he thought it 
necessary ?”* 

General Warren—That is a mistake in the application. 

General Augur then announced that the arguments 
must be presented in printed form, and then adjourned 


the Court untll January, subject to his call.

THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 

In recent numbers of the JourNat we have pub- 
lished the substance of the annual reports of Gen. Sher- 
man, Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, Major-Generals Hancock, 
Schofield, and McDowell, Brigadier-Generals Pope, 
Howard, Terry, Ord, Augur, Crook, Drum, Marcy, 
Dunn, Brown, Wright, Benét, Cols. Getty and Willcox, 
Lieut.-Col. McCook, and Major R. N. Scott. We pro- 
ceed with the digest of reports as follows, beginning 
with Secretary Ramsay’s : 

REPORT OF THE SEORETARY OF WAR. 


The expenditures for all the affairs under the control of 
this department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1880,were 
$39, 924,773.03. —— appropriated for the service of the 
current fiscal year $4 "993,650.40" The estimates for the ser- 
vice of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, are $43,627,055.- 
. The estimates in detail were originally submitted to me 
for $62,429,770.21 ; but on revision of the same, omissions 
or reductions were made as follows: In the civil establish- 
ment, $13,585; mili establishment, $250,000; public 
works, $18,514,129.67, and in the miscellaneous class $25,000, 
making the total of revisory reductions $18,802,714.67. 
Some increase in the amounts of estimates for the year 1882 
over the amounts appropriated for the year 1881 appears in 
the civil establishment, the military establishment and the 
miscellaneous items. For public works I have reduced the 
estimates to accord with what I understand to be the amount 
required for absolute necessities of the service in ordér to 
prevent waste of ps mes and damage to commercial! inter- 
ests. Beyond such necessities, it is submittad, the wisdom of 
Congress may perceive that as valuable improvements sur- 
round the reality of the government, and as the commerce of 
the country advances in growth and prosperity, so should 
the appropriations, to cover the expenses be apportioned. 

MISSISSIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Mississippi River Commission, operating in accordance 
with an act approved June 28, 1879, submitted a report, 
which was duly transmitted to Congress last March and was 
published by order of the House of Representatives. That 
report exhibited for the first time the estimates of appropri- 
ations required for works of improvement therein described 
amounting to $5,133,000, and it awaited further considera- 
tion when the session closed. The commission has commu- 
nicated to me its desire to renew those estimates, and its 
communication will be transmitted to Congress as a matter of 
special importance, net included, however, in the annual 
estimates and expenditures for theservice of this department. 
The improvement of the South Pass of the Mississippi River 
reached a point on the 8th day of July, 1879, at which time 
payments for creating the channel ceased and began to de- 
pend upon the maintenance of the work at astandard marked 
out by law, as follows: 

‘* A navigable channel 26 feet deep at the head of the Pass 
and a channel through the jetties 26 feet in depth and not 
less than 200 feet in width at the bottom and having through 
it a central depth of 30 feet without regard to width.” 

The certified statements and, the payments show that for 
compensation aud interest for maintenance of the channel a 
total of $150,000 has been paid. Total previously for creating 
the channel, $4,250,000; aggregate cost 10 date, $4,400,000. 
The permanency of this important work seems to be assured 
from the fact that there has been no failure whatever in the 
maintenance of the maximum channel during the six months 
ending on August 9 last. This improvement has opened 
through sands and shoals a broad, deep highway to the 
ocean, and is one upon the permanent success of which con- 
— may be exchanged among people abroad and at 

ome, and especially among the communities of the Missis- 
sippi Valley, whose commercial exchanges float in an unob- 
structed channel safely to and from the sea. 

The large number of officers of the line of the Army absent 
from their regiments requires that some action be had look- 
ing to the relief of the service in this respect. The constant 
demands for the service of small detachments, each of which 
should be commanded by a commissioned officer, and the 
various details of officers for necessary service away from 
their commands, causes a scarcity in the number required for 
company duties. With a view to lessening this drain to some 
extent, it is recommended that Congress be requested to so 
amend the law authorizing the detail of officers from the 
active list as Professors of tactics and military science of cer- 
tain colleges aud universities, as to provide that all such de- 
tails be made from the retired list of the Army. 

The necessities of the Government service require that the 
new building for the War Department shall be pressed to 
completion as rapidly as possible, and the estimates for 
continuing its construction are especially recommended. 
Secretary Ramsey indorses the recommendations of 
the Adjutant-General relative to placing the uniformed 
State militia upon the same footing in respect to its 
rules and forms as the regular forces, and calls attention 
to the necessity of providing by legislation for the or- 
ganization, arming, and disciplining of the militia. The 
affairs of the Leavenworth military prison have been 
capably administered during the year. The Secretary 
suggests, however, that ‘‘in order to be entirely suc- 
cessful and to carry out, as far as possible, the original 
design of making the institution self-sustaining, one im- 
portant measure of legislation is necessary, which is the 
authority of Congress to apply the earnings of the 
prison to its maintenance. A bill for this purpose was 
introduced last winter, and it is earnestly recommended 
that it receive favorable consideration at the approach- 
ing session.” . ; 

Particular attention is called to the recommendation 
of the Judge-Advocate General that the corps of Judge- 
Advocates be placed upon the same footing as to promo- 
tion as are the other staff corps of the Army, and the 
report says : 

Under existing laws the Bureau of Military Justice con- 
sists of one officer, the Judge-Advocate General, and the 
corps of Judge-Advocates of eight officers of equal rank 
Cisjors), with a provision that the strength of the corps 
shall remain atfour, when reduced by casualty or resignation 
to thatnumber. The consolidation of the Bureau of Military 
Justice and the corps of Judge-Advocates into one depart- 
ment upon the same basis as the other staff corps of the 
Army, would remove an unjust discrimination against de- 
serving Officers and, in my opinion, be for the best interest of 
the service.

The Surg.-General then shows that a new fire-proof ‘build- 
ing is a necessity for the Army Medical Museum and the 
Library, and says there are. at present (i. e., at the date of 
his report) fourteen medical officers on sick leave 
of absence, five of whom have been incapacitated for 
active service ani recommended for retirement by 
Army retiring boards, and 1 has been recommended to be 
breught before a retiring board with a view to his retirement 
from active service ; 4 are on ordinary leave of absence after 
a tour of duty on the remote frontier: leaving 160 medical 
officers for duty. He adds tributes of respect to the medical 
officers who have died during the year—Surgs. W. J. Sloan 
and J. F. Randolph, and Asst. Surgs. H. J. Phillips and A. 
A. Yeomans. The three last had each been found incapaci- 
tated for active service by Army retiring boards and recom- 
mended for retirement. 

SECOND AUDITOR FERRISS'S REPORT. 


Second Auditor Ferriss, of the Treasury Department, in his 
annual report, shows that the expenditure on account of the 
war of the rebellion, chargeable to appropriation on the books 
of the office up lo June 20, 1879, was $1,558,138,343.88. Mr. 
Ferriss invites attention to the urgent necessity of some ac- 
tion on the part of Congress with regard to the claims of 
colored soldiers and their heirs, and quotes from his prede- 
cessor’s report as follows : ‘‘ Many colored soldiers now living, 
and the heirs of others who were killed in the military ser- 
vice, are clamorous for the pay and bounty which they claim 
to have been defrauded of under the regime of the Freed- 
man’s Bureau. The accounting officers of the Treasury De- 
partment, to whom their reiterated applications are made, are 
powerless to afford them any satisfaction.” He asks that the 
fiscal officer of the National Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers be put under bonds; since he is now, until his ac- 
counts are audited, a debtor on the Treasury books for ad- 
vances to him, without the security ordinarily demanded of 
officers intrusted with the disbursement of public funds. 

THIRD AUDITOR KNIGHTLEY’S REPORT. 


Third Auditor Knightley, in his annual report, refers to the 
continuation of the work of abstracting the names of soldiers 
of the war of 1812 for the purpose of arrangement in alpha- 
betical registers. Upto date 346,432 payments have been 
abscracted, which is probably one half of the payments made 
for services in that war. He says: ‘Until these alphabeti- 
cal registers are completed, this office is unable to trace the 
service of any soldier without the name of the captain or 
colonel under whom the soldier served. When these regis- 
ters shall be completed, a knowledge of the name of the sol- 
dier wili be a sufficient clue to trace his military service. 
When the abstract slips are entered upon registers they may 
be sent to the States from which the soldiers enlisted, to be- 
come a part of the records of the State.” 


FOURTH AUDITOR BEARDSLEY’S REPORT. 


Fourth Auditor Beardsley, of the Treasury Department, in 
his annual report, embodies a statement giving in detail the 
appropriations make for the support of the Navy and the 
amounts expended, The aggregates are: Amount appro- 
priated, $12,393,323 ; amount expended, $11,196,736. In re- 
ferring to New Orleans and other prize money, the report 
says : ‘‘ Prize money amounting to nearly $15,000,000 has 
been awarded for captures made during the rebellion. The 
apportionment to the captors of proceeds of each prize has 
been made upon the books of this office, and all claims 
presented in due form have been settled up to date. There 
is yet remaining a considerable sum uncalled for, but claims 
are constantly being received, presented by seamen who have 
been abroad, or for other reasons have not been informed of 
the adjudication. of prizes in which they are interested. 
Claims of heirs of deceased officers and seamen are also bein 
presented, and these require very careful scrutiny to avoid 
erroneous payments. Claims have been presented during the 
year for prize money accruing duringjthe war with Mexico, 
the war of 1812, the war with Algiers, and even the Revolu- 
tionary war. Most of them have been rejected on account of 
lack of evidence. A balance of bounty for the destruction of 
vessels at New Orleans has not yet been distributed on ao- 
count of the failure of Congress to appropriate the money re- 
quired. Besides the vessels captured. by the fleet under the 
command of Admiral Farragut during the engagements near 
Forts Jackson and Saint Philip, a large number of vessels 
were destroyed, for which the court, in 1873, awarded the 
sum 0f°$268,600. At the date of the award there was in the 
Treasury, after paying fees, etc., but $93,865.20, to the credit 
of the appropriation, ‘ bounty for the destruction of the ene- 
mies’ vessels.’ This amount was distributed to all the cap- 
tors, There remains to be appropriated by Congress the sum 
of $143,644.47. Forty-four vessels were admitted to share in 
this award, and the number of persons entitled to share is 
more than 5,000.” 

~ ACTING INDIAN OOM. MARBLE’S REPORT. 

Acting Indian Commissioner Marble’s annual report of the 
Indian Bureau exhibits a steady advancement toward civil- 
ization on the part of nearly all the Indian tribes, and very 
remarkable progress in many instances, ially among the 
Ogallalla and Brule Sioux, in Dakota, and the Pacific Coast 
Indians collected at the Yakima ency. 

The number of Indians in the United States, exclusive of 
Alaska, is reported to be 255,938, all of whom, except about 
18,000, are more or less under direct control of agents of the 
Government. The civilized Indians now in the Indian Ter- 
ritory number 60,560, and the uncivilized 17,750. There are, 
in round numbers, 25,000 Indians in Dakota, 23,000 in New 
Mexico, 21,000 in Montana, 17,000 jn Arizona, and 14,000 in 
Washington Territory, It appears that there are upward of 
5,000 Indians in New York State, and more than 10,000 in the

Acting Comrhissioner Marble reports that the demand for 
title to their lands in severalty by the reservation Indians is 
almost universal, and the enactment of suitable legislation is 
st advocated, He also urgently recommends, under 
the head of necessary legislation, first, the enactment of a 
law to prevent polygamy and to provide for legal marriages 
emeng Yedinns ; secondly, such amendments of the law con- 
cerning trespassers on Indian reservations as will make them 
amenable to adequate punishment for the first and all subse- 
| quent offences, the existing law being practically a dead let- 
' ter by reason of various imperfections, which are described 
|in detail ; thirdly, the enactment of a ccde of criminal laws 
for Indian reservations. 
The subject of Indian education is made a prominent topic 
in the report. During the year, 60 boarding and 110 day 
schools have been in operation among the different Indian 
tribes (exclusive of the five civili tribes in the Indian 
Territory), which have been attended by over 7,000 children, 
and taught by 316 teachers. The bureau has made ar e- 
ments for erecting 11 boarding school buildings during the 
coming season, and for the establishment of 13 new board- 
ing schools. These will be the first schools of any kind ever 
rovided for the 8,000 San Carlos Apaches, and Western 
Ehoshones, and the first boarding schools opened for 25,000 
Indians, at nine other agencies where small and irregularly 
attended day schools have hitherto met with indifferent suc- 
cess and made little impression upon the tribes among which 
they were working. 

The work and condition of the Indian industrial schools at 
Hampton, Va., and Carlisle, Pa,, are highly commended. 
Referring to the visits of inspection made to them last sum- 
mer by various delegations of chiefs and head men of the 
Sioux-Cheyennes, Arrapahoes, Crows, Chippewas, Shoshones 
and Bannocks the report says : 

‘These Indians were deeply impressed by all the ad- 
vantages which these schools offer, and their interest in the 
education of their children, either at home or at a distance, 
received a powerful impulse that will undoubtedly be pro- 
ductive of good to their respective tribes.” 

The further statement is made that if the funds at the 
po of the office justified it, the attendance at Carlisle 
and Hampton could be doubled immediately. 

Mr. Marble makes a desperate effort to show that the 
Poncas are very healihy and happy in their Indian Territory 
paradise, and that the Dakota party of seceders are all wrong. 
A delegation of Poncas have been induced to start for Wash- 


ington with the view of giving up all right to their Dakota 
lands. 


PENSION COMMISSIONER BENTLEY'S REPORT. 
Pension Commissioner J. A. Bentley, in his annual report, 
shows that on June 30 there were 250,802 persons receiving 
pensions from the Government, the list being composed of 
Army and Navy invalids, widows, minor children, etc., sur- 
viving soldiers and sailors of the war of 1812, and widows 
from that war. Eight thousand and forty-seven names have 
been added to the list since last year. During the year 
19,545 new pensions were allowed and 1,377 i 
viously dropped restored ; 12,875 were dropped. 
pensions average $103.34, an aggregate for all of $25,917,- 
906.60. Exclusive of the arrears, the payments for the year 
amounted to $37,046,185.89, of which $12,468,191.20 was ac- 
crued pension in the new cases. The —— of arrears 
began in May, 1879. There was paid in May and June of that 
year $3,933,386.63, and $19,980,808.23 during the last fiscal 
year. The total amount paid out for pensions during the 
year was $57,026,994.12. Commissioner Bentley estimates 
that it will require upward of $50,000,000 to pay the pensions 
for the current year. The number of cases in which arrears 
of pensions has been allowed up to Nov. 1 is 43,917. The 
average in each case is $560.15. Under the acts ting 
pensions on account of service in the war of 1812, 36,339 sur- 
vivors and 40,020 widow: presented claims ; and 25,470 of the 
survivors, and 29,898 widows have been pensioned. The 
total amount of money paid out for pensions for the last 20 
years is $455,718,505.70. There are about 2,450 pensioners 
residing at the various branches of the homes for disabled 
volunteer soldiers, whose pensions annually amount to about 
$300,000, which has been paid to the Treasurer of the Home 
and disbursed under the direction of the managers, who 
claim that this course is justified by the law and necessary in 
order to secure proper discipline and good order among the 
inmates. The Commissioner is of opinion that the law does 
not provide for the payment of these pensions in this F 
and requests that the subject be brought to the attention of 
Congress, and the duties of the Commiasioner of Pensions 
and managers of the Home in relation to these pensions be 
more clearly defined. Legislation to authorize the payment 
of the pensions to the wives and children of insane or im- 
prisoned invalid pensioners is recommended ; also legislation 
to authorize the pensions of minor children to be commenced 
at the date of the last payment to the widow of the soldier in 
cases where she has remarried and concealed the fact and 
continued to draw the pension.

THE ARTILLERY SCHOOL AT FORT HAMILTON. 
REPORT OF MAJOR J. P. SANGER, 


Captain and Brevet Major J. P. Sanger, 1st Artillery, 
has sent to the War Department a very interesting report of 
his action under the orders from the War Department (8, 0. 
168, Oct. 16, 1880), ‘*to inspect the Artillery School of the 
State of New York and witness the target practice of said 
school at such time as may be indicated to him by Maj.-Gene 
Fred. Townsend, N. G. 8. N. Y., with whom he will commnu- 
nicate onthe subject.” In reply to a communication addressed 
to Gen. Townsend, Major Sanger received a letter in which 
the General said :

In his report Major Sanger first. describes the organization 
of the school, the character and location of the camp, and 
the daily routine, all of which has been presented in the 
JournNau. Of the material, he says: ‘‘The only Artillery 
material ander the control of the Commandant of the school 
were two three-inch rifled guns of Light Battery K, New York, 
and one Gatling gun, cal. 50 of Gatling Battery E, New York, 
The guns of Light Battery C, 3d U.S. Artillery, were used for 
the instruction of cannon-men only.” 

Maj. Sanger next proceeds to answer categorically the 
questions propounded by Maj.-Gen. Townsend in his letter 
of instructions. To show the general method pursued at the 
school he describes the daily routine already reported in the 
JovrnaL. “It will be ‘observed that the method is by de~
